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THE MILLION DOLLAR GAMES 


It was the Redskins who started it—the Good Samaritan Schedule, those; 
gigantic pre-season charity football games played by the National Football, 
League from coast-to-coast, each summer. 

And now that the facilities are available for the first time at home, it’s 
not surprising to find that the Redskins this summer will inaugurate what 
may become the greatest charity game of them all—the annual Shrine 
Bowl in D.C. Stadium. 

The kickoff game will be against the Colts on Aug. 16 and it will mark 
the first time the Redskins have played a night game in Washington since 
their first year in the National Football League in 1937. 

The Redskins signed a five year contract to play this game witk the Almas 
Temple of the Washington Shrine and the Colts will alternaie with the 
Chicago Bears as the visiting team making this one of the NFL’s greatest 
pre-season attractions. 

Over the years the Redskins have played in pre-season games in over 30 
cities from coast-to-coast and have helped raise more than $2,000,000 for 
charities. These games normally are sponsored by newspaper publishers 
and various civic organizations. 

A series sponsored by the Variety Clubs of Washington and Baltimore 
not only introduced pro football to Baltimore but raised over $125,000 for 
boys’ club activities in the two cities. 

During World War II, two Redskins games netted about $125,000 for 
service relief funds. And in Winston-Salem, North Carolina the Piedmont 
Bowl series raised about $100,000. 

This series has now been switched to Columbus, Georgia and the first 
game last fall greatly aided the boys’ clubs in that area. 

Another series, relatively new to the Good Samaritan Schedule is the 
annual Kiwanis Bowl game in Norfolk, Va. In two short yean this game 
has become a summer must. 

But, by far the most successful, has been the annual Los Argeles Times 
Charities game in the Coliseum in Los Angeles against the Rams. This 
summer marks the Redskins farewell appearance in this game which they 
helped launch back in 1946, The 16 games between these two teams have 
netted almost $1,500,000 for the Times Charities. It has built three boys’ 
clubs. 

Now, for the Redskins, charity begins at home with the Shrin: Bowl.
